After seeing the very attractive awards 
for 5BDXCC and 5BWAS at our May 
club meeting, I couldn't help but envy 
K4CIA and W4HHN. I had been on the 
air for over 18 years and still had not 
worked 100 countries and didn't even know if I had ever worked all states. Too lazy to 
count. SolI decided to go after both awards and be the first RARS club member to receive 
both awards. A grant slam! But first I had to get ready. 


I set to work on putting the rig in top shape with a complete tube check & alignment. When 
I finished, it was twice as sensitive as it had ever been. Not bad for a twelve year old 
KWM-2,. And the 30L-1 was tuned up a special way for 89% efficiency. The triband beam 
was measured and a full 10 dB gain was realized after cleaning and polishing. A Heath fre- 
quency counter connected to the KWM-2 gave me continuous readouts on my receiving & 
transmitting frequencies. The adapter in the May, 1971 QST made that possible. In the 
meantime, the 5-Band kits came in from the ARRL and I picked up some good tips from 
K4CIA on 10 meters one night, so I was ready to go. 


Since I was working nights for a couple of weeks, I decided to hit the 10 and 15-mtr. bands 
heavy. I started on a lucky string, and 39 states and 73 countries were worked on 10 mtrs. 
and 47 states and 105 countries were worked on 15 meters the first week. Atleast, now 
Iwas one-tenth completed. Later at nights, I would get on 75 and 40 meters, while working 
Z0 when things started to slow down. I would occasionally look out the window and almost 
see smoke coming from the Ham-M rotator, It was going around so much, that some of 

the neighbors thought I had installed my own radar set! 


After five weeks of intensive operating, Iwas almost there. I just needed a few more sta- 
tions on 75 meters, Ihad really caught propagation conditions at their peak. How lucky 
could one be? Now I had to concentrate on 75 meters and after the sixth week was up, I 
had 99 countries and 49 states, All Ineeded was Hawaii. That would qualify me for both 
awards, I talked to many KH6's on the other bands, but when we went to 75 meters, condi- 
tions just were not good enough. If I could just get this one contact, I would have both five- 
band awards in record time. 


It was about 11:00 PM and I was on 3865 kHz telling K4CIA and W4HHN about my troubles 
with Hawaii. And then way in the background, I thought Iheard my call. We all stood by 
and listened closely. It was a KH6 calling me!!! I returned his call and when he came 
back, his signal had jumped up to Q5 and S7. Iwas about to make history. It was KH6DAK 
in Hilo, Hawaii. But that was Lee Johnson, WA4ZNA, our RARS Vice-President. He had 
that call in 1959! And then I heard a loud noise and I looked out and saw my telephone pole 
and antennas falling toward the house and me! I fell out of the chair, it shook me so, And 
t hen I woke up laying on the floor in front of the rig. Now why did I have to fall out of 

that chair just as I was having sucha great dream?

If so, read about a homebrewed directional indicator for Hy-Gain's Mod 400 rotor and use — 
it to watch each degree go by. Good DX, Bill. The ARRL staff then puts out the 3d in its 
fine series on semis, this time re VFOs since novices can now go this route. Several 
simpler homebrew projects are discussed, i.e. a hybrid GDO and an SCR inverter in- - 
verting to 24 or 60 volts or in between. Then a couple take a bit more effort like Part lI 
of a solid state cw receiver and a tuning sequencer to control freq synthesizers and other 
type PLL systems, Among commercials reviewed are Wilson Electronic's DB54, a 20-15 
beam; Std Commo's RPT-1 repeater; and the Clegg FM21, its 220 transceiver, Hope Sherm 
read abt using Oscar on FD, "cuz he's doing it (he promised!), All should peruse the part 
about repeaters' being public service machines and the conduct of nets in the ARPS Section. 
We still have hams who are unsure exactly how to compose a message or operate a net. 
Hope those band captains know it all before 22 Jun OR we lose points. Much more to Q- 

St but, like ole Stonewall, I gotta press on! Thanks for fine readin', ARRL ole buddy. 
Jun HAM starts out on Al, with a homebrewed electronic keyer, strictly IC like our 
Brian's, Keeping up with the antenna kick, read about the importance of height when 
throwing that rock over the trees for the new dipole; and a new dipole beam yet! Also 
interesting are articles on designing receivers (mechanics along with the electronics); 
building an IC function gen; using the omniscient Shannon's approach to RTTY (using 
commo theory, natch); a 2M preamp (hey, we got one of those in RARS); effects of spurs 
on LO's; understanding spec analyzers (easier if they were cheaper); and using the HW202 
for closed repeaters. (Some believe that the RARS nets are closed, especially some club 
members evidently. But it's not, fellows, everybody can join in the fun and share the 
alth), And HAM winds up as usual with a veritable industrial catalog at the 73 end. 
Jun 73 goes bananas over the most important part of any ham's gear, the radiator. First, 
read about another workhorse quad, a motor-operated RC for controlling tuning and read- 
ing power output, a counterpoise for 160, a 3-30 MHz tuner, making baluns form toroids 
(ask K4MC, his work A-OK), modified quad for cliff-dwellers (like 15 meters wrapped 
around the balcony), and then go back and peruse the long-squared-quad (shades of the 
old GI rhombic without the 600-ohm jobbe), Among the more intriguing circuits in the 


CIRCUITS section are using op amps for RTTY demod, sub antenna for inside work like 
a mattress (the 52 club), and several RF preamps. Like HAM, 73 closes with its own 
version of an industrial catalog. 

May CQ puts its "industrial catalog" "up front'', and then it brings up the homebrewing 
of a 3-element array for 15, computing resonance on transmission lines (see PH Smith, 
he's got a chart), Cop's poop on SSTV, and computing field intensities without benefit 
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of Poynting. Per usual CQ's forte is in its regular columns and they are, as usual, very 
good, Read about the latest on QRP operations, Novice doings, that ol debbil DX, Con- 
tests, George's propagation, and the Awards Program. And with all that fine info re 
Armed Forces Day wingding, we at RARS surely hope you checked in on the net of your 
choice, even it if wasn't THE ground-gaining arm,

EMERGENCY MEDICAL SERVICE REPORT AND ORDER has been finished. Will 
be released before end of June. Though no official details on its contents will be avail- 
able til then, unofficial word is that the proposed bite off the top of the 420-450-MHz 
amateur band did NOT get bitten off. However, the threat was, and is, a very real one -- 
other services want (and need) our frequencies -- though the new 900-MHz 2-way band is 
already relieving a lot of that pressure. 


THOUGH 220 CB SEEMS A DEAD ISSUE, there may be some 220 CB activity 
already taking place in several of the larger cities! Seems that some over-anxious 
manufacturers shipped rigs to CB distributors, who promptly sold them to off-the- 
street buyers. Those buyers may have been hams, but not necessarily... Might prove 
interesting to monitor 224-225 MHz just in case. 

On The Other Hand, hams interested in giving 220-MHz FMatry might just find 
some nice deals at local CB dealers who have 220 rigs in stock and don't know what 
to do with them. 


TWO NEW FCC COMMISSIONERS NOMINATED by President Nixon, Commissioner 
Lee reappointed to another seven-year term. Nominees are Glen O. Robinson, Professor 
of Law at the University of Minnesota, and Abbott Washburn, member of the board of 
International Broadcasting and a special consultant to the director of OTP. If and when 
confirmed, these appointments would restore the Commission to full seven-member 
strength.

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-ARRL REPORT - By Vic Clark, W4KFC 


Members of the ARRL board of directors, League officers and key staff personnel 
participated in an all-day meeting with FCC personnel on May 10, FCC Chairman 
Richard Wiley, Charles Higginbotham, Prose Walker, Richard Everett, John Johnston, 
James McKinney, Dan Jacobson, Jack Torbett, and Elliott Ours took part in wide ranging 
discussions with the League representatives on amateur radio legal and regulatory 
matters. Points of interest: FCC is planning a pilot program of considerably expanded 
examination points beginning next July and will resume examination services at hamfests 
and conventions in some cases. - Partial credit for passing the code or the theory is 
contemplated. - The FCC's new license restructuring plan still is being developed and 
is expected to be out for comment some time during 1974; a no-code beginner license 
for limited VHF privileges, grandfathering of presently-held privileges for existing 
licensees, and dual holding of technician and novice licenses are probable features of 


the new proposal. - FCC is receiving many complaints of interference to nets (some 
of these, regretably, coming via Congressional channels ,.. and doing damage to our 
self-policing claims!), - The record of radio amateurs in TVI-RFI is outstanding. Of 


42,000 interference complaints received by FCC during F Y 1973, only 400 were found to 

be the fault of amateur transmitters, and radio amateurs are recognized by FCC as being 
typically helpful in resolving neightborhood RFI problems. - FCC personnel at Gettysburg 
handle 15,000 applications per employee per year; they are making an effort to reduce the 
delay time in license application processing, and occasional errors occur, Amateurs are 
advised to retain a copy of their application and a photostat of their check for possible 
follow-up use in suchcases, ~- CB permit applications are up 38% over last year, amateur 
applications were down from 77,000 to 73,000 in a first quarter comparison with last 
year. - 760 amateur repeaters now have been licensed, and FCC corespondence on re- 
peater problems has dropped to a trickle; the League's petitions for cross-banding and 
linking repeaters currently are under consideration. - Indiscreet use of autopatch and 
HF phone patches continues to be a threat to the retention of presently-enjoyed privileges. 
Increasing requests for temporary approval of use of amateur VHF and UHF bands for 
commercial experimental purposes pose a possible threat to our use of those bands; in- 
creasing amateur occupancy is the best defense. 


From AUTO-CALL 
73 EDITOR SENTENCED FOR TAX EVASION 


Wayne Green, W2NSD, was found guilty on all 12 counts for which he had been indicted 
on tax evasion. He has stated that he will appeal. He received a suspended five-year 
prison sentence, three years probation and fine of $20,000 plus cost of court. The trial 
lasted for 17 days and was for the years 1966 through 1968. He paid $1, 395.75, while 
the IRS said his tax should have been $19,607.17. His corporation, 73, Inc., paid 
$4,724, 83, but IRS states the tax due is $17,206.03. The IRS now plans to go to civil 
court to collect the back taxes.
